TO POLL RESIDENTS 


Government to Ask Alton 
Residents If Negro Camp 


Is Acceptable 


Two army officers mot a delegation 


of Hope men in the offices of O. A. 
Gnivcs Friday morning to adjust .the 
controversy over whether the CCC 
soil erosion camp now under construc- 
tion at Alton, south of Hope on the 
Lewisvillc highway, is to be manned 
by whites or negroes. 


Major Bacr, who was accompanied 


by Captain Miller, told the Hope group 
that there were only so many CCC 
companies available, that the negro 
companies had to be placed some- 
where, and that unless 
Hempsl'oad 


county accepted a negro company the 
Alton camp might be dismantled. 


It having been represented to tho 


Hope delegation that a protest had 
been made against a negro company 
by residents in the Alton neighbor- 
hood it was agreed to poll public sen- 
timent in that section. 


The Hope delegation insisted they 


!iad understood a white camp was 
originally promised, but the army of- 
ficers said no one had ever been in 
i position to make such a promise, 
ho federal government holding itself 
responsible for placing both negro and 
white companies in conservation work. 


Present in behalf of the state was 


W. A. Rooksbcry, Little Rock, direc- 
or of the U. S. Employment Service, 
nd assistant to W. R. Dycss in charge 
)f CCC camps and social service. Mr. 
Rooksbcry agreed to send field men to 
the Alton neighborhood to ascertain 
the feeling of residents there. 


The Alton camp is one of 13 perm- 


anent camps planned in the state, 
with 13 •portable-plants to be built 
later.

world last season was produced in the

yields were below 
normal in this 


country, it is pointed out by Cully A. 
Cobb, director of-the Division of Cot- 
ton of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration. 


India was second 
in 
production, 


phina third, Russia 
fourth, 
Egypt 


fifth, and Braxi] sixth. Russia, hbw- 
ever, exports practically no cotton and 
China does not produce enough for 
domestic consumption. India produc- 
ed less than one-third as much cotton 
last season as the United States, and 
Brazil produced less than one-tenth as 
much cotton as was produced in the' 
United States. 


"The trend of cotton production in 


India has been upward for the past 
£5 years." says Cobb. "India may con- 
tinue to increase cotton 
production 


iome, but India has a big population 
to feed. India is using 85 to 90 per 
cent of her fatm land for fo.od crops 
arid millions p£.people in the poorer 
areas are-not getting enough fopd. 


"Cotton production has also been 


increasing (n Egypt, but because the 
amount of iand is limited, Egypt's 
problem is similar to' the problem in 
India. Russia's 
cotton 
acreage in7 


creased rapidly up to 1930 but since 
then has shown little change. Cotton 
production in Brazil has been increas- 
ing for many years, and the Brazil- 
ian government has encouraged farm- 
ers to grow cotton by putting legal 
restrictions on the planting of coffee."

any specialized products in cans, jars, 
boxes or cartons for retail trade. Meal 
does not include grits, flakes or other 
cereal products. Bulterfuts 
include 


churned butter and its substitutes, 
such as cheese, but does not include 
ic-e cream. 


The tax will apply to goods sold to 


one pei-son by another, both living 
within the state, although the goods 
have to be shipped into the state in 
interstate commerce before delivery 
can be made, except where the spe- 
cific goods belonged to the seller at 
the lime the sale is made. In the lat- 
ter case the tax would violate the in- 
terstate commerce clause of the con- 
stitution. 


C'cntractor Responsible 


Contractors are responsible for the 


tax nn material installed under con- 
tracts with owners of property, ami 
such sales are not taxable against the 
company selling the materials, but 
should be ijaid by the consumer to 
the contractor. 


Machinery 
and tangible personal 


properly sultl to a manufacturer to be 
used by such manufacturer in the 
process of manufacturing goods are 
subject to ihe lax, 


Personal property used in the opera- 


tion of shops for personal service, such 
as beauty shops, barber shops, etc., is 
taxable and the seller of such equip- 
ment should collect the tax from the 
shop operator. 


Labor charges for repairs, such as 


are made by garages, should be sep- 
arated from parts furnished in con- 
nection with the repairs and the tax 
should be paid only on 
parts and 


equipment sold in connection with the 
repair job. 


Tangible personal property sold to 


hotels and used by the hotels is tax- 
able. 


Hotels that furnish meals to em- 


ployes as part of their compensation 
must be responsible for the tax on the 
fair retail value of such prepared food. 


Sales made from samples to be ship- 


ped to the consumer from outside the 
state are subject to the tax. 


Not Appliablc 


The tax will apply to sales of news- 


papers and periodicals, but will not 
apply to newspaper and radio adver- 
tising. 


The tax will apply to job printing. 
Sales by an 
administrator which 


would have been subject to the lax if 
sold by the deceased owner before 
his death will be subject to the tax, 
although sold under n court order. 


The tax will apply only to the ma- 


terials used by contractors in turn- 
key jobs and no tax can be collected 
for the completed job since the turn- 
key price includes cost of labor. 


The tax will be based on the gross 


sales consideration, 
or on the cash 


price of the new product, when used 
property is accepted as part payment 
on new property. 


Laundering, cleaning, dyeing and 


similar services are not taxable. 


All foodstuffs bought by a govern- 


mental agent for free distribution to 
the poor and needy, or for use by a 
public penal or eleemosynary institu- 
tion are exempt from the tax.

If it had not been for the mission- 


ary spirit in Christianity, there would 
have been no Christianity at all. 


Jesus Himself instituted .Christian 


missions'when He sent His early dis- 
ciples forth two by two into the vil- 
lages of Galilee and Judea prpclaim- 
'ng the Gospel of the Kingdom. 


This was the beginning of Chris- 


tian home missions, but it is the char- 
acteristic of a missionary religion that 
't cannot be confined to home bases 
)r kept within home borders. In the 
very nature of tTie case it must ex- 
pand. Its impulse is to go forth and 
.ell the good new.-; that it has received. 


Professor Hocking of Harvard Uni- 


versity, in addresses in 
connection 


ivith the Laymen's Missionary Movo- 
nent, has emphasized this world-wide 
aspect of truth .as the deep and os-, 
ential missionary motive. If this had 
not been true of Christianity it would 
need to be true today if religion would 
keep abreast of science and other de- 
partments of inquiry into truth. 


Today, when some great truth is 


discovered in one land, or some great 
invention is developed, inevitably it 
spreads to other countries. It is in the 
very nature of anything that is im- 
portant that it becomes worldwide in 
its scope and influence. 


We should bear this in mind at a 


time when missions, and especially 
foreign missions, are being .dispar- 
aged, through the deep motive in mis- 
sions will always be the elemental 
Christian impulse. Where Christian 
faith is d'jep, intense, and 
strong, 


missionary movements will 
always 


flourish, and only such faith can keep 
them permanent and effective. 


Qur lesson may be taken as a New 


Testament illustration' of this truth 
or as the story of its New Testament 
foundation. It is 'the story of the 
church "sending forth" its preachers 
and prophets to proclaim the word of 
God. 


One charge against Christian mis- 


sions has been that the work of the 
missionary has been carried on in the 
midst of much superstition and hy- 
pocrisy. The faith of converts has 
been challenged, and 
it 
has been 


claimed that such converts turned to 
Christ and the' Christian missionary 
:'or some advantage that they could 
jet out of doing so. 


It is interesting to know that here 


n the early days of Christian missions 
he same fatcors wore present. There 
were sorcerers and pervertors of truth 
who souRht to make their own profit 
out of the movement. 


But how little effect they had, and 


how little their perversion and hy- 
pocrisy had to do with the true mo- 
tive and work of missions in making 
known the reality and power of the 
gospel! 


The work of Christian missions is to 


be judged by its triumphs and not by 
its failures. It is to be judged no less 
by its converts than 
by 
its great 


preachers and prophets. 


Aspiritual leader, like Kagawa in 


Japan, stands out as a great example 
of what the Christian 
witness has 


achieved. The Gospel in its power 
knows no bounds of race or national- 
ity. 
It is a power adaptable to all 


the world and it is the 
only power 


that ca nsave the world.

vision took on the major industries 
of the country which looked upon 
NRA as a happy hunting ground of

Nevertheless, labor was benefited—- 


in comparison with capital—in 1934. 
Its income rose from an index figure 
of 65 in 1933 to an estimated 73 in the 
last quarter of 1934, while dividends 
and interest are estimated at 93 for 
both periods.
